of Indian Reserve 11 (Tam-sis); thence 
easterly and northerly along the southerly 
and easterly boundaries of said Indian 
Reserve 11 to the northeast corner there- 
of: thence easterly along the northerly 
boundaries of Lots 234 and 235 to the 
northeast corner of said Lot 235; thence 
southerly along the easterly boundary of 
Lot 235 to the southeast corner thereof; 
thence westerly along the southerly bound- 
aries of Lots 235 and 234 and continuing 
westerly along the westerly prolongation 
of the southerly boundary of said Lot 234 
to the point of intersection with the south- 
easterly boundary of Block B of Lot 624; 
thence southwesterly along said south- 
easterly boundary to the most southerly 
corner of said Block B of Lot 624; thence 
southwesterly in a straight line to the 
most westerly corner of Lot 654; thence 
southwesterly in a straight line to a point 
which lies 1,000 feet due east of the 
aforesaid southeast corner of Lot 625, 
Nootka District; thence west to said 
corner, being the point of commence- 
ment, and containing by admeasurement 
1.406.4 acres of land, more or less, and 
614.4 acres of land covered by water, 


more or less.”

* Division 1X .—Disposal Sites 


“1, All member municipalities partic- 
ipate and share in the cost of the re- 
gional district pursuant to this Division. 

“2. The Regional Board may acquire, 
operate, and maintain disposal sites for 
the purpose of disposal of abandoned 
automobile bodies and other refuse. 

“3. The annual net cost attributable to 
this function shall be apportioned among 
the member municipalities on the basis 
of assessment which may be taxed in the 
current year for general municipal pur- 
poses in the municipalities and for school 
purposes, excluding property that is tax- 
able for school purposes only by special 
Act, in the electoral areas, and the said 
annual net cost shall not exceed the prod- 
uct of one-half mill on the assessed value 
referred to in subsection (1) of section 
782 of the Municipal Act. 

“4. No debt other than temporary 
current borrowing shall be incurred by 
the regional district for the purpose of 
this function. 

“5. Until the annual budget for the 
year 1971 is adopted, the sums of money 
which may be borrowed to meet the cur- 
rent lawful expenditures of the regional 
district for the purpose of this function 
shall be as determined by the Inspector of 
Municipalities.”

A By-law to Expropriate a Certain Right- 
of-way for Sewerage Purposes 


WHEREAS the Council deems it nec- 
essary and in the public interest to expro- 
priate for sewerage purposes the right-of- 
way hereinafter described:

Lot FE of Plan 17688; thence S, 89° 11’ 
56” FE, along the northerly boundary of 
said Lot E 10 feet; thence S, 40° 07’ 30” 
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W. 15.51 feet, more or less, to a point on 
the westerly boundary of said Lot E, said 
point situate distant 12 feet on a bearing 
of S. 0° 00’ 56” E. from the said north- 
west corner; thence N. 0° 00’ 56” W. 
along the said westerly boundary, 12 feet 
to the point of commencement (all the 
said bearings are astronomic and are 
derived from the meridian referred to 
Plan 17688; the said parcel containing 
60 square feet, more or less, as shown 
outlined in red on explanatory plan pre- 
pared by K. K. Wong, B.C.L.S., dated 
the 2nd day of June, 1965, a copy of 
which said plan is attached). ;

(3) The Council shall file plans and 
specifications of the said sewerage works 
with the Clerk who shall, on receiving the 
same, issue the statutory notice required 
by section 483 of the Municipal Act. 

(4) The Council shall, by its servants, 
agents, and licensees, exercise the rights 
hereby expropriated in a good and work- 
manlike and reasonable manner. 

3. No person shall construct any build- 
ings or other works of any kind whatso- 
ever over, through, under, or upon the 
said rights-of-way or do anything therein 
or thereon or adjacent thereto which 
might injure or endanger the said sewer- 
age works or impair the efficient function- 
ing thereof. 

4. The expropriation authorized by this 
by-law shall be subject to the provisions 
of Division (4) of Part XII of the Mu- 
nicipal Act.

PRIVATE BILLS 


Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto.

If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
Which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses.

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees caculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time.
